State Senator Chris 
McDaniel spoke to JCJC 
College Republicans on Oct. 
1 and focused primarily on 
the effects of the Affordable 
Care Act, a controversial 
law which hopes to lower 
the cost of health care by 
having citizens buy into 
private insurance. 

“Americans have to 
solve their own problems,” 
McDaniel said in regards 
to the current American 
healthcare system. 

McDaniel is one of 
several Republicans who 
want to repeal the ACA 
because they consider it 
to be unconstitutional. 
Republicans and Democrats 
have been in disagreement 
over this law, which was the 


core cause for the recent 
government shutdown. 
McDaniel said that he 
believes the solution for 
uninsured Americans is 
not government-mandated 
health care, but the same 
system America had until 
the ACA passed. He also 
said that the ACA would 
be the first time in history 
medical care would be 
centralized. 

McDaniel has recently 
announced his candidacy 
for the 2014 United States 
Senatorial election against 
incumbent Thad Cochran. 
Previously, there were 
no opposing candidates 
running for Mississippi 
state senate. This fact 
combined with McDaniel’s 
high approval rating makes 
him a strong possibility for 
senator in 2014.

GOP should not 
defy ObamaCare 


Government shutdown negatively 
affects America and its people

Almost four years 
after its enactment, the 
Affordable Care Act, 
surnamed Obamacare, has 
begun shifting into place 
despite radical Republican 
opposition. 

The new act, inspired by 
undertakings such as the 
New Deal, Medicare and 
Medicaid, has generated 
vast amounts of chatter, 
especially among radical 
Tea Party advocates. 
Nonetheless, it becomes 
increasingly evident 

how misunderstood this 
legislation is among the 
reactionaries who have 
attempted to repeal it over 
40 times. This conclusion 
is best supported by the 
following list of facts. 

As of now, over 44 million 
people in the United 
States are without health 
insurance and over 47 
million are unemployed. 
Given these remarkably 
similar numbers, it may 
be very easy to assume 
that the uninsured and 
the unemployed are the 
same group of people. 
However, over 80 percent 
of people uninsured in 
the US are employed, 
meaning that over 90 
million Americans, 28 
percent of the population, 
are unemployed and/ 
or uninsured in what we 


boldly call “the greatest 
nation on Earth.” 

This should be 

unacceptable to all 
Americans, yet Republicans 
still lack the willingness to 
ensure the welfare of the 
American people. 

Perhaps the greatest 
achievement of the 

Affordable Care Act, 

however, is the coverage 
offered to millions of 
Americans either paying 
too much for health 
insurance, being denied 
insurance due to pre¬ 
existing conditions, or 
whose annual income is 133 
percent of the poverty level 
or below. 

Furthermore, 
dependents age 26 and 
younger will have the 
option to remain on 
their parents’ coverage, 
rendering plenty of time 
for young Americans 
struggling with work and 
college to adjust to the 
workforce. Despite the fact 
that Republicans claim to be 
the emissaries of effective 
economics as opposed 
to their Democratic 
opponents, the Tea Party 
has failed to understand 
that a successful economy 
is supported by valuable 
jobs, which cannot be filled 
without a properly trained 
workforce. When the 
quality of the workforce

Merriam-Webster 
defines bullying as the 
act of treating somebody 
abusively. According to 
the Office of Adolescent 
Health, every year one in 
five high school students 
report that they have been 
bullied during school. 
Around eight percent 
admit they have bullied 
somebody and about seven 
percent claim to have been 
bullied. Cyber-bullying 
has also seen a rise in 
activity, with one in five 
teens reporting that they 
have been cyber-bullied. 
Bullying has become both 
a global and local issue, 
affecting the lives of teens, 
and even their families, 
across the world. 

In 2012, a 15-year-old 
from Canada committed 
suicide due to bullying. 
Amanda Todd had been 
bullied since she was 13. 
She was mocked in school 
for personal reasons, which 
led to her switching schools 
on several occasions. 
However, she could not 
escape the bullying and she 
took her own life. Nobody 
has been charged in the 
case. A similar situation 


shutdown affected many 
Americans around the 
United States. Some 
military employees were 
furloughed, national parks 
and memorials were closed 
and some with federal jobs 
were laid off.

recently occurred in 
Florida. After being bullied 
and tormented online by 
a number of other girls 
for almost a year, 12-year- 
old Rebecca Sedwick 
committed suicide. Unlike 
Todd’s case, two suspects, 
ages 12 and 14, have been 
charged with felony 
aggravated stalking. 

Bullying is also a 
problem that hits close to 
home. According to the 
Mississippi Department 
of Education, one in three 
students in the state of 
Mississippi is involved in 
bullying. About 16 percent 
of students said that they 
have been bullied on school 
property. 

More people need to 
stand up to bullying, like 
Matt Labrum, a Utah high 
school football coach 
who suspended his entire 
football team for not only 
cyber-bullying, but also 
not stopping the bullying. 
A week before Union High 
School’s homecoming 
game, Labrum made 
the whole team turn in 
their jerseys. He made it 
clear that he didn’t like 
the way the players were 
representing the team and 
said they were going to 


The agreement is a 
temporary fix and does not 
resolve fundamental issues 
of spending and deficits 
that divide Republicans and 
Democrats. 

But the new deal, 
called the Continuing 
Appropriations Act, 2014, 
is quite irrational. The 
funds will be valid until 
Jan. 15 of next year and 
will raise the debt calling 
until Feb. 7 of next year. 
Some Republicans, such as 
Speaker John Boehner, did 
not agree with the deal. 
“We fought the good fight 
and did not win and will not 
give up,” said Boehner. 

“Our drive to stop the 
train wreck that is the 
president’s health care 
law will continue,” said 
Boehner. For now, the 
military is back to work 
and memorials and national 
parks can be viewed again. 
Nevertheless, this plan is 


have to earn their spots 
back.

Southern brought in long¬ 
time defensive coordinator 
Ellis Johnson to be the head 
coach of 
the Golden 
Eagles. 

Johnson’s 
time as head 
football 
coach was 
short-lived, 
and he was 
fired for 
going 0-12 a year after the 
Golden Eagles were 12-2. 

A key player on both the 
2011 and 2012 teams, Tracey 
Lampley, doesn’t lay all the 


blame at Johnson’s feet. 

“It all started out with 
the coaching change,” 
said Lampley. “Once 
they came in we were 
trying to get the system 
in place and get to know 
the coaches, and I think 
everything moved too fast 
for everyone. Everything 
was disorganized, and I 
don’t think a lot of the 
guys bought into the new 
coaching staff. That part 
falls on the player.” 

After the nightmare that 
was 2012 ended, the Golden 
Eagles looked forward to a 


better 2013 season. 

Southern Miss hired 
Todd Monken and was 
expected to be much 
improved, but the situation 
in 2013 has gone from bad 
to worse. 

The 2013 campaign has 
sputtered, and Monken’s 
first year at Southern 
could be a mirror image 
of Johnson’s first and only 
year as the Golden Eagles 
head coach. 

As a Southern Miss 
supporter and a future

declines, the number of 
jobs available to American 
workers declines as well. 
To prevent this downward 
spiral, proper measures 
must be taken to assist 
students (future workers) 
in the process of training 
for these jobs - a concept 
that the right-wing has 
compulsively ignored just 


as they have disregarded 
the need for health care 
reform. 

The next aspect that 
Tea Party Republicans do 
not want Americans to be 
aware of is the abundance 
of benefits that small 
businesses will receive 
both on the economic level 
and to employees. Starting 
in 2014, billions of dollars in 
tax cuts will be awarded to 
small businesses, assisting 


them in providing insurance 
to employees and granting 
them insurance coverage 
for the first time. Moreover, 
small business with ten 
or fewer employees that 
provide insurance to their 
employees will receive 
a 50 percent overall tax 
reduction for the entire 
business. 

In 2018, however, this 
act is sure to have an even 
more profound effect as 


a 35 percent tax (not a tax 
cut) will be imposed on 
employer-provided health 
insurance plans that exceed 
$10,800 on individuals 
and $27,000 on families. 
As this is implemented, 
businesses will have the 
option to browse the 
market for more affordable 
premiums (hence the name 
“Affordable Care Act”) 
as insurance companies 
compete to provide the 


lowest costs possible. 

This historic measure 
is blatantly reminiscent of 
the bold. Progressive Era 
economic reformation that 
has allowed the middle class 
to thrive in prosperity for 
decades, yet the Republican 
Party, due to becoming 
terminally overridden by 
the Tea Party, has proven 
even one century later that 
their utopian ideas have 
rendered them incapable 


of comprehending twenty- 
first century problems that 
include an increasingly 
global economy and a 
rapidly increasing need for 
health care reform. Instead 
of a functional government 
of the people, by the people, 
and for the people, the 
public continues to receive 
Tea Party marches and 
government shutdowns at 
the hands of a Republican 
House of Representatives.

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Porter's ministry saves his life

When Frank Porter, 
director of JCJC’s Baptist 
Student Union entered the 
mission field, he was never 
quite sure where life would 
take him. Little did Porter 
know because of his desire 
to reach out and minister 
to others, his life would be 
forever altered and even 
literally saved. 

Porter is a graduate of 
JCJC, however, his life 
took him to many places 
before bringing him back 
home. While serving for 
BSU in 1997 at Northwest 
Community College, Porter 
took part in a health fair. He 
was checked for the usual 
things, but having seldom 
been sick, was surprised 
when a test revealed he had 
high blood pressure. Further 
tests led him to a kidney 
specialist, who diagnosed 
him with polycystic kidney 
disease, or having a cyst on 
his kidneys. 

Time went by and in the 
fall of 2011, Porter began 
having weak spells and 
was constantly fatigued. 
He saw a new doctor who 
actually explained what 
polycystic kidney disease 
was, took time with Porter 
and showed concern for 
his condition. New tests 
revealed that Porter was 
almost to the stage of kidney 
failure. There are two things 
that can be done when 
facing kidney failure: be put 
on kidney dialysis or be put 
on a kidney transplant list. 
It can take time to be placed 
on a transplant list, and 
once there it can take years 
to actually find a match. 
This is time that Porter did 
not have; the doctor told 
Porter that he had two 
to three months before 
complete kidney failure. 

He would have to find 
a living donor, but who 
would make such a selfless 
sacrifice? One by one his 
family and closest friends 
volunteered, and one by 
one they were rejected as 


a match. It was suggested 
that they try Facebook and 
see if anyone out there 
would be willing to step up 
and be a donor. A hotline 
number was set up through 
University of Alabama at 
Birmingham. The calls 
were anonymous, but 
Porter and his wife, Roxie, 
were receiving information 
from UAB that there was 
a massive response from 
people who knew Porter 
and wanted to help. 

In 1994, Porter went on 
a mission trip to start a 
campus ministry at Highline 
Community College in 
Washington. While living 
there, he was assigned a 
host family, which he grew 
close to. The son-in-law to 
his host family showed him 
around campus, introduced 
him to the school president, 
vice-president and other 
faculty and staff. 

“He really opened many 
doors for me that helped 
me in my transition there,” 
said Porter. “We were 
friendly, but when I left, we 
really just lost touch. A few 
years back we reconnected 
through Facebook, but we 
had not seen each other in 
17 years.” 

This friend, who wished 
to remain anonymous, saw 
the post on Porter’s page 
and felt instantly that he 
would be a match. He had 
tried to donate a kidney to 
a friend 10 years earlier but 
had not been a match. He 
stayed on the donor list for 
a decade with no matches, 
but now he believed it had 
been set up by God for this 
exact moment. He checked 
first to see if he was a 
match, and he was a perfect 
candidate. He wanted to 
remain anonymous, but, 
through several situations. 
Porter was made aware of 
who his donor would be. 

“I was amazed that 
someone from my past was 
stepping forward to give of 
themselves in such a way,” 
said Porter. Throughout 
the entire process, the 
two families grew closer 


together. 

Surgery was set for July 8, 
2013. Both men walked into 
UAB in Alabama, knowing 
this was a permanent and 
large decision to make. They 
said they both experienced 
moments of fear, but both 
also felt that God had His 
hand in this. Surgery went 
fine for them both, and they 
would often pass each other 
in the hospital hall each day 
as they worked to regain 
their strength. 

“After everyone had left, 
I had that first moment of 
being alone.” Porter said, 
smiling. “I was alone for the 
first time and I felt it. Then 
the door opened and a large 
plant was delivered. I read 
the card and it was from the 
president, vice president, 
faculty and staff of JCJC. It 
came right when I needed 
it, and I was truly thankful 
to them for that.” 

Porter realizes that had 
he not dedicated his life 
to God and went on the 
mission trip to Washington, 
he would have never met 
the man that would one day 
save his life. 

“God knew the need I 
would have before I did so 
He brought us together, 
having our paths cross in 
this way.” He looks away 
thoughtfully, “I asked my 
donor, how can I thank you? 
How do you thank someone 
for doing something so 
great?” He pulls up his 
email and begins to read a 
message sent to him by his 
donor: 

“Frank- God has been so 
good through this whole 
process. I remember when 
I first read the Facebook 
post, I sat at my computer 
and wept. Not because I was 
worried about you... I knew 
God had you covered. But 
God was testifying to my 
spirit that He was going to 
let me be part of the really 
cool things that He was 
going to do. I am so honored 
to have been part of what 
He is doing in your life. It 
has been a life changing 
experience for me. It has

in a faster-paced and 
less clunky system of 
dispatching foes.

He reveals to me just how 
much He loves me, the 
more He enables me to love 
Him even more.” 

The donor’s words mirror 
the feelings of Porter; he 
sees his story as a story of 
God. 

“How it all came together, 
God had to be the one that 
put each piece into place,” 
Porter said. 

Now, two months post¬ 
surgery, there is still a long 
road ahead, with trips to 
Birmingham for check-ups 
and immune depressant 
pills he will take the rest 
of his life, but he is doing 
well and back at JCJC’s 
BSU. He has had many new 
doors open because of this 


experience. 

One door is the 
opportunity to be involved 
with something he has 
always loved. The Olympics. 
Porter has viewed the 
Olympics twice in other 
countries and is looking 
forward to being a part of 
a group that has overcome 
great odds, the Transplant 
Olympics, which will be held 
in Houston, Texas in 2014. 
Porter hopes to compete, 
and of course, win in the 
2014 Summer Transplant 
Games.

Students affected by government shutdown

The recent government 
shutdown lasted for 16 days 
and affected the entire 
nation. National parks 
and monuments were 
closed, funds were cut 
within national programs, 
and some people either 
experienced furloughs 
or were completely laid 
off altogether. Although 
Mississippi may not have 
received attention in 
regards to the impact of 
the shutdown, a few Jones 
County Junior College 
students spoke about 
their experiences with the 


occurrence. 

Allexius Hall, JCJC 
freshman, and her family 
were prepared for the 
shutdown. Her mother is 
an active duty member of 
the National Guard. 

“V\^eVe always saved 
money up for the things 
we needed,” said Hall, “so 
nothing bad happened to 
us.” 

Although her mother 
experienced cutbacks 
at work, the money that 
they had put aside for 
emergencies kept them 
from struggling. 

Not everybody had such 
a smooth experience. 
Sophomore Joni Roberts 
and her family struggled

and stressed their way 
through the shutdown. Her 
husband, who is a member 
of the Army Reserve, wasn’t 
sure if he was going to get 


paid. The budget caused his 
job to be affected, however 
he still had to report to 
work. Since the shutdown 
was so sudden, they had no 
way to prepare themselves. 

“V\^e are using credit 
cards to buy what we need 
because bills are due,” said 
Roberts. “V\^e don’t know 
when we’ll be reimbursed 
for those 16 days of the 
shutdown.” 

The family had to move 
around bill due dates and 
try to keep ahead with the 
cash that they had saved. 
They lived off of $720 for 
two weeks, with over $500 
of bills due and groceries 
and gas needed as well. 

“One guy that works 


with my husband became 
homeless because he 
couldn’t afford a hotel or 
anything anymore,” said 
Roberts. 

For Roberts, the 
shutdown not only 
affected life at home, but 
it impacted school as well. 
Since her husband is in 
the military, she receives 
the GI Bill for school and 
was afraid that might be 
cut. She wasn’t sure if 
her Pell Grant refunds 
would be affected, as that 
quickly became an option 
as an emergency source 
of income to get them 
through the shutdown. “I 
missed classes trying to 
save gas and work out my 


bills,” said Roberts. 

Despite the hardships 
faced throughout the 
shutdown, many people 
were understanding and 
helpful to one another. 
Roberts, although 

struggling herself, made 
some calls to a local 
diner to help feed her 
husband’s coworker who 
had become homeless. 
Roberts was also on the 
receiving end of the 
kindness shown during 
these times. She was not 
punished for the days 
of school that she was 
forced to miss. 

“I’m lucky to have such 
understanding teachers,” 
said Roberts.
